Schlafly Says He Will 
Attempt to Have Bill 
Offered in Assembly 
— Board Rejects 
Plan, 6 to 3. 


Further efforts will be made 
to have introduced in the cur- 
rent session of the State Leg- 
islature a bill placing the 
school buildings department 
under the control of the Super- 
intendent of Instruction, Daniel 
L. Schlafly, a member of the 
Board of Education, said today. 

The board refused at its 
monthly meeting last night to 
approve a motion by Schlafly 
calling on the board to spon- 
sor the bill in the Legislature. 
The motion was defeated by a 
6-to-3. vote. Three members 
were absent. 

Schlafly said he will try to 
interest some member of the 
St. Louis delegation in the 
Legislature in introducing the 
proposed bill, a modified form 
of the controversial unit con- 
trol measures which have been 

efeated several times in past 
years. 

“I also plan to ask: the board 
to reconsider its action of last 


Substitute Wording. 
Schlafly’s bill would substi- 
tute in the state statutes gov- 


erning the St. Louis school 
system the words “Superin- 
tendent of Instruction” for the 
words “Commissioner of Schoo! 
Buildings.” 

The other autonomous de- 
partments in the system, fi- 
nance, law and auditing, would 
not be affected by the meas- 
ure. The proposal has the sup- 
port of the League of Women 
Voters. Several parent-teach- 
er organizations favor it also. 

The building department, 
which has about 1200 employes 
and a budget of $7,000,000 a 
year, is charged with the maib- 
tenance of existing schools and 
with the planning and construc- 
tion of new ones. The build- 
ing commissioner is responsible 
only to the board. 

Under Schlafly’s proposal, 
the Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion would be in charge of the 
department, so that school 
planning and construction could | 
be co-ordinated with the in- 
struction department's  pro-| 
grams. 

Controls Lunchrooms. 

A similar administrative ar- 
rangement already exists with- 
in the instruction department, 
Schlafly noted. The supply and 
lunchroom divisions are under 
the superintendent's control 
and are run by directors he ap- 
points. 

“It is significant,” Schlafly 
told board members, that few 
large school systems in the 
United States and none in Mis- 
souri have the type of admini- 
stration we now have.” 

He said if his proposal were 
approved by the board and put 
into law by the Legislature, the 
“board could deal with policy 
making and not administrative 
details.” 

As he was speaking, Mrs. 
Irma H. Friede, long an ardent 
opponent of any form of unit 
control, busied herself attract- 
ing the attention of several 
other board members, and then 
shaking her head back and | 
forth, signifying a “no” vote. 

Antoine, Ehrhardt Join. 

Joining Schlafly in support- 
ing the measure were Louis H. 
Antoine and Oscar A. Ehr- 
hardt. Both said they did not 
agree with all of the features 
of Schlafly’s proposal, but 
voted for it, they explained, 
because they support the prin- 
cipal of a more unified form 
of administrative control of the 
school system.

DULLES BACKED 


BY SENATE GROUP 


ON RIGHT TO KEE 
TROOPS IW BERLIN 


Insistence on Free Ac- 
cess Supported Also 
—Secretary Calls for 
Sacrifices to Counter 
Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles won firm backing 
from the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee today for his 
insistence on the right of west- 
ern allies to keep their troops 
in Berlin. 


A resolution supporting this 
stand was informally approved 
during a closed-door briefing 
by Dulles on the international 
situation. The resolution also 
backs Dulles’s insistence on 


maintaining free access to the | 


city inside Communist-domi- 
nated East Germany. 


Dulles called on the Amer- 
ican people to face up to years 
“full of danger” with self- 
sacrifice and self-discipline. 


“We shall need the national 
will to stand firm in the face 
of aggressive threats and 
probings from the Sino-Soviet 
bloc,” he said. 


Formal action on the resolu- 
tion, aimed at voicing the com- 
mittee’s sentiment in advance 
of Soviet Deputy Premier An- 
astas I, Mikoyan’s talks this 
weekend with President Eisen- 
hower and Dulles, was held up 
pending further discussion. 


Predicts Long Pull. 


Dulles told the committee 
the need for “austterity and 
sacrifice’ to counter the mili- 
tary-economic growth of Com- 
munism may continue for gen- 
erations. 

“We may face a period even 
harder than we have become 
used to,” he said. 

“The price of failure would 
be the destruction of all our 
national objectives we 
must press on with courage to 
_ build surer foundations for the 
interdependent world com- 
munity of which we are a part. 

“This will call for austerity 
— sacrifice on the part of 
all.” 

Dulles told the committee 
United States foreign policy 
has three basic purposes: To 
block aggressive force, to pro- 
mote human dignity and free- 
dom, and to stimulate economic 
growth and interdependence. 


Will Require Decades. 


“These goals are not attain- 
able in a few years, but will 
require decades and perhaps 
even generations.” 

Dulles said the primary 
threat is the rapid economic 
and industrial growth of Red

ism,” 
Calling for greater economic 
interdependence, Dulles said, 


“ng nation can live completely 
to itself.” 

“Our aid and_ investment 
must continue to support the 
efforts of the leaders of the 
developing free nations to sus- 
tain their peoples’ confidence 
that economic progress can be 
attained in freedom,” Dulles 
said 

Gains Based on Misery. 

In Red China, the world fs 
watching industrial develop- 
ment based on human misery, 
he said, adding: 

“The 
seem to be going into a dark 
night of massed regimentation 
and forced labor. What they 
call ‘the great leap forward’ is 
in reality a tragic fall back- 
ward into the abyss of human 
slavery.” 

Dulles said the United States 
“is still trying to ‘catch up’ 
and make up for the head start 
of the Soviets” in the space 


race. 
He called Russia's recent 
moon shot, calculated to have 


put a vehicle in orbit around 
the sun, “a spectacular product 
of Soviet material accomplish-

2 US. CARRIERS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14— 
The Navy disclosed yesterday 
that it had armed the planes 
of two aircraft carriers of the 
Seventh fleet with the Spar- 
row guided missile. 

This air-to-air weapon, 12 
feet long and weighing 360 
pounds, has a guidance sys- 
tem that makes it unnecessary 
to launch it with perfect ac- 
curacy, an official said. 

It is designed to knock out 
any known aircraft, he said in 
response to questions. 

It carries a conventional 
warhead and is thus a big re- 
inforcement of military forces 
for limited war actions. Its 
warhead, however, was de- 
scribed as 50 per cent more 
powerful than that of any 
other air-to-air guided missile. 

The Sparrow is supposed to 
be much superior to the Side- 
winder, the air-launched anti- 
aircraft missile. The Side- 
_winder’s effective use in last 
summer’s Quemoy crisis by the 
Nationalist Chinese brought 
protests from the Communist 
Chinese. 

The Sidewinder reaches its 
target by picking up and fol- 
lowing the heat of the enemy 
plane’s exhaust until it over- 
takes the plane and explodes. 

The Sparrow III, developed 
and produced by the Raytheon 
Co., was described by Navy 
and company officials as an 
“all-weather” weapon with a 
range of about five miles.

GONTROL POSTS

GENEVA, Jan. 14 (UI)—The | 
United States and. Britain as- 
sured Russia today that they 
would immediately accept nu- 
clear control posts on their 
territory once a treaty to bar 
atomic weapons tests is signed. 

The promise was an attempt 
to allay apparent Soviet fears 
that the two western powefs 
would sidestep a control net- 
work until it had first been set 
vp on other countries. 

It was given during an &80- 
minute session of the nuclear 
conference today. The discus- 
sion centered on a proposed 


treaty article obligating sig- 
natories to accept elements of 
a control network. East and 
West were still at odds over 
the article's wording and 
reached no agreement. 

The Russians have proposed 
that treaty members allow on 
or over their territory control 
posts, inspection teams and 
agreed-on-route aircraft flights 
to measure atmospheric radio- 
activity. 

The West, while agreeing to 
the proposals, feels such a de- | 
tailed treaty article might ex- | 
clude other necessary control | 
machinery such as regional | 
headquarters and airfields for 
control planes. | 

Britain and the United| 
States want broad treaty ar- 
ticles that would cover what- 
ever control system components 
would be needed. 

But this issue was consid- 
ered a minor one. More im- 
portant was Russia's demand 
for limitless duration of the 
treaty against the West's in- | 
sistence upon a controlled 
year-to-year test halt based 
upon progress on controls and 
other disarmament issues. 

The Soviets repeatedly have 
asked for full discussion on 
this matter, but the United 
States and Britain, while prom- 
ising to present specific pro- 
posals soon, have maintained 
that the controls issue must be 
settled first

We Were Isolated 


One of the subtly erosive con- 
sequences of the recent airlines 
pilots’ strike was the near-isola- 
tion of St. Louis from certain 
other cities, such as Chicago, by 
air. 


With American Airlines shut 
down, only two airlines remained 
in service between St. Louis and 
Chicago. One, Ozark, is primarily 
a commuter line providing a 
much-needed service to smaller 
cities in Illinois; it was not de- 
signed to carry the heavy St. 
Louis-to-Chicago traffic. 


The other, Delta, appeared in- 
adequate to the task of shoulder- 
ing much of the load, either in 
terms of equipment or adminis- 
tration. It seemed ironic that 
those traveling between St. Louis 
and Chicago regularly found the 

_ train service—never brilliant in 
recent years—more reliable and 
frequently swifter (when the many 
delays are included) than air. 


The question is what, if any- 
thing. might be done about this? 
Can the city exert any influence 
on the quality of the service that 
passes through St. Louis? 


The answer, I feel, should be 
Yes. The commerce of. the city 
depends to some extent upon the 
quality of air and rail service: 
the municipal authorities have 
some right, even an obligation, to 
insure that that commerce re- 

_ mains healthy even under strin- 
gent conditions. Presumably they 
can use their supervisory powers 
to make sure that the airlines 
housed at St. Louis's handsome 
new terminal provide the service 
necessary for a healthy commerce. 

One lesson to be learned from 
the strike is that St. Louis must 
suffer when it is connected to 
other major cities by only two 

«Major airlines, particularly when 

; one is much too small and unpre- 

pared to accept the stepped-up 
traffic of the industry's “giant.” 

St. Louis and other cities so af- 
flicted might work with the air- 
line industry and the federal gov- 
ernment in opening routes to at 
least a third major airline.

The Advice Is: ‘Move’ 


The atomic power program of the Atomic 
Energy Commission is deficient. That is the 
nut of the report Chairman John A. McCone 
has received from the eight-man advisory 
committee he appointed to assess the program 
and propose long-range objectives when he 
assumed office last fall. 

And that is exactly what the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic Energy has been 
urging upon the AEC for years. All such 
counsel fell on deaf ears during the chairman- 
ship of Lewis L. Strauss, now Secretary of 
Commerce. Adm. Strauss was so much averse 
to governmental action in the electric power 
field that he made a virtue of defaulting lead- 
ership in atomic power to the private power 
companies. 

His laissez-faire policy has never worked, 
but it has also never been replaced, owing al- 
most entirely to Mr. Strauss’s adamant refusal 
to recognize its failure. When Mr. McCone 
assumed the office, the all-absorbing question 
was whether he would continue the unproduc- 
tive policy of his predecessor or whether he 
would set a new course for the commission, 
vigorous, realistic, and purposeful. 

The latter course now stands plainly recom- 
mended to the new chairman by his advisors. 
They assert that the Government must as- 
sume “positive leadership.” It should, they 
recommend, invest 150 to 200 millions a year 
for the next 10 years to make atomic power 
competitive in cost with conventional power. 

It is now up to Mr. McCone. The joint com- 
mittee is urging him to get going. His own 
advisors are urging him to get going. Both 
are agreed the only way to do so is for the 
Government to lead the way. 

Much time has already been lost. Will 
Chairman McCone act quickly, boldly and 
firmly to supply the national leadership which 
only Government can provide? 


Seasonal Unconcern? 

National unemployment rose last month to 
4.108,000—the largest rise since last June 
when the total was 5,457,000. The winter 
months bring layoffs in farming, construction 
and some heavy industries, and unemploy- 
ment still has not recovered from the effects 
of last year’s recession. But where, this win- 
ter, is the concern for improving the unem- 
ployment insurance program in Missouri? 

Last spring, Gov. Blair was considering 
whether to call a special session to extend 
jobless benefits. Missouri pays these for a 
maximum of only 26 weeks and in 12 months 
nearly 30,000 Missourians had exhausted their 
benefits. As employables, they were ineli- 
gible for direct relief in Missouri, so the situ- 
ation was critical. 

By mid-summer, however, joblessness was 
declining. The Governor decided not to act; 
he indicated that the regular session of the 
Legislature could deal with the problem in 
1959. 

So here it is 1959, with unemployment in- 
creasing again. Gov. Blair did not even men- 
tion the problem in his message to the Legis- 
lature. Twenty other states extended jobless 
benefits last year. Missouri's inadequate pro- 
gram is just where it was last winter—except 
that nobody is talking now about improving it. 


How They Lined Up 

Although the Eighty-sixth Congress is only 
a week old, the new Senate has answered to 
four of the most important rollcalls which 
will be heard in its chamber in the entire 
session. We refer to the voting on the mo- 
tions relating to Rule 22 which has permitted 
a tight little minority of the Senate to block 
the legislative will of the majority by resort- 
ing to the filibuster. 

A review of this voting is illuminating. It 
shows that the new Democratic Senators did 
not act as a cohesive foree, fresh from the 
grass roots. Most of them were taken into 
camp by Senate Majority Leader Johnson who 
led the fight against significant change. But 
some had the courage of their convictions and 
were not diverted by the hope of desired com- 
mittee assignment. The tell-tale tests were 
as follows: 

First, the Johnson motion to table the An- 
derson-Clark proposal for the Senate to enact 
all of its old rules except the filibuster rule. 
This would have established each Senate as a 
new body free to adopt its own rules. The 
motion to table carried 60 to 36. 

Second, the Douglas motion to allow a con- 
stitutional majority to stop a filibuster after 
15 days of debate. It was defeated, 67 to 28. 

Third, the Morton motion to allow a three- 
fifths majority to halt debate. It was turned 
down, 58 to 36. 

Fourth, the Johnson motion to allow two- 
thirds of the Senators present and voting to 
bring an issue to vote’ If all Senators were 
present this would require the vote of 66 
members to step debate. It was approved, 
72 to 22. 

Alaska's two Democratic Senators, Bartlett 
and Gruening, were with Lyndon Johnson on 
every rolicall. So were new Senators Robert 
C. Byrd of West Virginia, Cannon of Nevada, 
Hartke of Indiana and McGee of Wyoming. Of 
these records the most disappointing are those 


of Ernest Gruening, an oldtime progressive - 


who helped manage the 1924 LaFollette cam- 
paign for the presidency, and Gale McGee, 
who is a professor of history at the University 
of Wyoming. 

Two other new Democrats, Dodd of Con- 
necticut and Randolph of West Virginia, also 
voted to table the Anderson motion. But 
after that Dodd voted in favor of every mo- 
tion to liberalize the Senate debate rule. Ran- 
dolph voted against the Dpuglas motion but 
for the two other motions to relax the rule. 

Five new Democratic Senators voted on the 
side of liberalization every time: Engle of 
California, McCarthy of Minnesota, Moss of 
Utah, Muskie of Maine and Williams of New 
Jersey. Young of Ohio voted for liberalizing 
three of the four times, the exception being 
on the Douglas motion. 

Michigan's new Senator Hart wrote the one 
complete anti-Lyndon Johnson record among 
the new Senators. After voting to liberalize 
on the Anderson, Douglas and Morton mo- 
tions, he then voted against the Johnson mo- 
tion. That gave him a record on the four roll- 
calls. precisely like the records of Senators 
Douglas, Morse, McNamara, Javits and Kuchel. 


Senators Hennings and Symington voted for 
majority rule each time. Senator Douglas did 
so on the first three motions and then op- 
posed the Johnson motion as essentially value- 
less. Senator Dirksen was among the Repub- 
licans who voted on Lyndon Johnson’s side 
every time. 

Now it will be interesting to see how much 
pay-off there is in the Senate committee as- 
signments, which will be coming out soon. 


The County’s Minimum Needs 

With the Missouri Legislature already 
started, it is imperative that County Super- 
visor McNary and the Council quickly make 
up their minds on precisely what legislative 
help they need from the Assembly—and then 
go after it. 

As a minimum, we think the county ought 
to move y to meet those needs 
spelled out by the university political sci- 
entists who conducted the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey. These include laws that would: 

1. Permit the county government to 
perform police and health services in 
smaller municipalities and in those that 
fail to meet minimum standards, as well 
as to enforce a uniform fire safety code 
within all the 97 incorporated com- 
munities. 

2. As a corollary, an act enabling the 
county to make refunds to those munici- 
palities meeting minimum standards of 
adequacy in performing police and health 
services. me 

3. Rewrite the laws on municipal and 
fire district incorporation, disincorpora- 
tion, annexation and consolidation and 
permitting, among other things, the Coun- 
cil to propose consolidations. 

4. Permit the County Board of Educa- 
tion to establish a standard level of edu- 
cational opportunity and to implement it 
by means of a uniform school tax through- 
out the county. 

The county also needs one and perhaps two 
amendments to the Missouri Constitution. 
These are most readily initiated by the Legis- 
lature. One would increase the maximum tax 
rate which home rule counties can levy for 
general purposes. That rate now is 35 cents; 
if the county is going to be in position to fi- 
nance a proper police program, with refunds, 
it will have to have that ceiling lifted. 

In addition, the county government ought 
to enjoy power to administer all kinds of 
municipal services within municipalities as 
well as unincorporated areas if the need 
arises. The lack of such a power in effect 
foreclosed consideration by the Metropolitan 
Freeholders of recommendations for the city 
to return to the county. 

The Survey recommended many other 
changes, but these are the most important. 


Ode to a Civil Servant 

The R. A. Butler Prize Poem should, we 
suggest, become an annual and perennial af- 
fair. We are moved to say so by having read 
the first and, to date, only R. A. Butler Prize 
Poem, “Soliloquy to an Ashbinman,” a well- 
deserved tribute in iambic pentameter to the 
garbage collectors of England (and possibly 
elsewhere, for aught we know). 

This fine effort was inspired by Mr. Butler, 
the Home Secretary of Her Britannic Maj- 
esty’s Government, when he chanced to re- 
mark that to the best of his knowledge and 
belief no one had ever written an ode or a 
sonnet to a garbage collector, who neverthe- 
less performs an essential municipal service. 
Secretary Butler lamented that, in general, 
the duties of municipal governments had 
“never evoked the noblest range of elo- 
quence.” Nearly 200 municipal workers re- 
sponded with an outpouring of prosody, of 
which the winning work (“Was this his fire 
once, these ashes fine”) was composed by 
Miss Eileen Griffin, a typist in the town 
clerk's office at New Malden, Surrey. 

Other worthy civil servants will, we trust, 
be appropriately rhapsodized in R. A. Butler 
Prize Poems of years to come. The mayor 
(“Was this his speech of welcome, gold and 
green”), the alderman (“Was this his ordi- 
nance, so justly writ’), the traffic officer 
(“Was this his parking ticket, coyly plac’d’”) 
etc. etc. etc. We look forward to the devel- 
opment of a body of English verse that will 
not only scan as well as anything in Keats, 
Shelley or Shakespeare, but will also be truly 
municipal. 


Mr. Dulles’s New Tone 

Secretary Dulles’s new receptivity to talks 
on Germany, and the new tone of moderation 
in his approach, appear to make certain a 
foreign ministers’ conference, at least, this 
spring. Already the Secretary is digging the 
foxholes of his prepared position. Whether 
that position will be more moderate than 
others he has dug into is anybody’s guess. On 
the central issue, it does not sound so now. 

Mr. Dulles says it is “stupid” and “brutal” 
to talk about demilitarizing Germany, and he 
quotes Dr, Adenauer to prove the point. Dr. 
Adenauer, as he says, proposes instead that 
the problem of controlling renascent German 
military power be solved by integrating Ger- 
Thany in the European community. The trou- 


“ble is that while Western Europe might find 


security in such an, arrangement, the Soviet 
Union might not. 

Twice invaded by Germany, Russia has an 
understandable way of fearing that a rearmed 
Germany—especially a nuclear armed Ger- 
many—could be just as great a threat to her 
in association with Western Europe as stand- 
ing alone. Mr. Dulles thus continues to evade 
the central problem—how to give the Ger- 
mans freedom to develop their own political, 
cultural and economic life and yet to control 
their military power to guarantee the security 
of both East and West. 

It is not necéssarily true that the demilitari- 
zation of Germany within an overall European 
security arrangenmtent would mean, as Mr. 
Dulles assumes, the “isolation and segrega- 
tion” of a great people in the center of Eu-

And with seven 
hearts between me and North, 
and South having opened with 
two Learts, a void in that suit 
in the West hand was even less 
remote.” 

On this reasoning, East 
ruffed his partner’s ace of clubs 
with the ace of trumps and led 
back a heart. West ruffed this 
lead with his singleton spade 
nine and South was down one 
trick at six spades, doubled, 
losing a club ruff and a heart 
ruff. 

If West opens anything but 
a club or, with the club open- 
ing, if East discards or ruffs in 
low with the spade eight, de- 
clarer wins the trick and leads 
the king of trumps. This re- 
moves West’s lone trump and 
holds the defense to the ace 
of trumps.

ANSWER: No. 


Don’t just stop worrying about your 
boy. While some children outgrow such phases, your son’s 
behavior and his lack of good working habits have been, 
according to your letter, pretty consistent. 

At the same time, don’t get panicky to a point of bring- 
ing the kind of pressure to bear on him which will make 
him rebel against any kind of effort. I have several sug- 
gestions: 


1. Since you describe the boy as affectionate 
and good-natured, try to make him see how much 
his progress means to his parents and, by the same 
token, how much it would hurt you to see him 
fail. 

2. Try to find out what makes him lose inter- 
est. Perhaps he learns so fast (since his teachers 
agree concerning his ability) that routine assign- 
ments don’t hold his interest long enough. 

3. Have him take both an achieyement and an 
aptitude test to make sure that he really does be- 
long in the special section. There is always the 
possibility that he may be especially talented only 
in certain areas and that some of the work asked 
of him is “over his head.” 

4. Help him organize his work, without making 
it seem drudgery. 


If you don’t seem to be making any progress with your 
son’s problems, ask his teachers whether they think it might 
be well to consult with a good and reliable child guidance 
expert. 

Whatever you do, don't be gloomy about the future.

TWO PRETTY and adven- 
turous British secretaries, after 
a 15-month work-travel tour of 
America, have come up with 
these conclusions:

“In England you get longer 
lunch periods, but in America 
you have longer coffee 
breaks.” 


“Here a boy on a date asks 
a girl what she would like to 
do.

But American boys on the 
whole are more enterprising.” 

The girls, Hilary Birley and 
Cecily Thompson, both 22 
years old, landed in this coun- 
try in September 1957, with 
$280 each’ and a determination 
to see the United States. They 
drew up their tour with the 
help of Manpower, Inc., an or- 
ganization specializing in pro- 
viding industrial firms with 
skilled employes on a part-time 
or emergency basis. 

In their journey across 
America and back the two girls 
held some 40 jobs and earned 
about $2200 each.

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Uncle Ray’s Column 
Phoenician Vessels 


By Ramon Coffman 


ABOUT 3000 YEARS have 
passed since an artist made a 
certain quaint picture of a boat. 
The artist lived in a little coun- 
try called Phoenicia, which had 
almost the same boundaries as 
present-day Lebanon. 


The boat seems te have 
been a rather small one, with 
— oars standing out on 

near side, This meant a 
total of 18 oaremen. 


Two men and two women 
are shown &6 passengers, rid- 
ing above the oarsmen. Four 
spears indicate four soldiers. 

Two long objects extend 
from the stern of that Phoeni- 
cian vessel. These were em- 
ployed as rudders. 

Instead of being high, like 
the stern, the front of the ves- 
sel (that is, the prow) was low 
and pointed. The point was 
used, at —y in ramming an 
enemy vesse 

To make A plain that the 
boat is in water, the artist 
showed several fish swimming 
around it. He also made out- 
lines of a large crab and a 
nine-armed member of the 
starfish family: 

It is plain that the vessel 
was propelled by a sail, as 
) well as by oars. The sail how- 
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Phoenician boat. 


ever, was shown as it looked 
after being furled. 

Ola records make it plain 
that the Phoenicians built a 
large number of sailing. ves- 
sels, Some of these were far 
larger than the one described, 


The Phoenicians were the 
greatest sailors of aneient 
times. Their fleets ratiged 
far and wide over the Medi- 
terranean. Visits were made 
to Egypt, Greece, Italy. Sicily, 
Sardinia, Corsica and Spain. 


The chief reason for the sea 
traffic was the desire of the 
Phoenicians to trade . with 
people in far places. Theif ves- 
sels carried all manner of ob- 
jects including cloth and ma- 
terial with which to make Dyes. 
Various articles were given to 
them in exchange for ‘their 

. Spain, for example, 
provided tin and silver. - 
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“No, thank you, just looking.”
